Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the published agenda, 
it being agreed that item 7.3 would be modified to read 


7.3 Student problems 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of meeting 
No. 77-1. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of meeting 
No. 77-2. 


Composition of Council 


The report requested by Council (item 77-1-8) was presented by the 
Secretary (Doc. 77-3-1). He noted that the proposal differs signi- 
ficantly from the present composition in the following ways: 


(a) There is no reference to professorial ranks in the definitions 
of A and B councillors 


(b) The three engineering departments, and the Centre for Building 
Studies, are not given equal representation on Council. 


He also noted that the EUSC and EGSC had been enlarged to include a 
representative from the Centre for Building Studies and that the 
methods for selecting members and Chairmen of these committee were 
revised. 


In response to a question, it was stated that the rationale for pro- 
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posing unequal representation was based on the following premises: 


(a) Although the activities of Civil Engineering and Building 
Studies will not significantly overlap at the graduate level, 
both units will be involved in the Civil Engineering programme 
at the undergraduate level, the proposed option in Building 
Engineering being an option within the Civil Engineering 
programme. 


(b) The current strengths of Civil Engineering and Building Studies 
are significantly below those of Electrical and Mechanical 
Engineering. 


In response, it was argued that 


(a) The involvement of Civil Engineering in academic programmes was 
in no way altered through the creation of the Centre for Building 
Studies 


(b) It was expected that the faculty strengths of these units would 
increase 


(c) Each unit should have an equal voice in Council. 


In response to a query, the Chairman ruled that Dr. Fazio sat as 
Chairman of Civil Engineering for the present meeting and that 
Dr. Troitsky was not a member of Council. 


Council considered a motion to recommend to Senate the approval of 
Doc. 77-3-1. 


Council adopted a motion to table Motion 77-3-4. 
8 in favour; 7 against 


It was agreed that Professors Giguere and Swamy would study the 
question anew and resubmit their proposal with any modifications they 
see fit at the March meeting of Council. 


In response to a suggestion that the committee studying the composi- 
tion of Council be enlarged, the Chairman ruled that the question 
could be added to the agenda at the end of the current meeting 
through unanimous consent of Council at that time. 


French language requirement 


The Assistant Dean reported that the French language requirement for 
entry into OEQ was, under the provisions of Bill 22, now in effect. 


B.Eng. programme - admission requirements 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. 77-3-2, a report of the 
Vice-Rector (Academic) to Senate on this question.

15. ELPSI - Physics Articulation Committee 


Chairman informed Council that there was near unanimous (perhaps 
unanimous) dissatisfaction with the CLESEC decision to abandon the two 
streams of physics at CEGEP in favour of a single stream. The committee 
was now considering ways and means of mitigating the effects of this 
decision on the quality of science education at CEGEP. 


16. Undergradua te option in Building Engineering 


It was agreed to receive Doc. 77-3-3 and to refer it to EUSC for its 
recommendations. 


17. Course proposal - Technical Literature for Students 


It was agreed to receive Doc. 77-3-4 and to refer it to EUSC for its 
recommendations. 


18. Academic Organization of the University 


The Chairman summarized the contents of Doc. 77-3-5, a proposal of 
the Senate Committee of Deans constituted to study the academic 
organization of the University. He also noted reactions of other 
Councils and interested groups of faculty to the proposal. 


In response to a query, he noted that the Committee had prepared a 
set of enabling resolutions to aid Senate in its debate on the 
questions. 


Concern was expressed that the proposal could not be implemented with- 
out increased resources being allotted to Arts and Science to the 
possible detriment of Engineering. 


Motion 19. Council adopted a motion to inform Senate that EFC prefers that the 
77-3-7 designation "Faculty" be retained for Engineering.

20. Student problems 


Mr. Gladstone outlined the following problems currently faced by the 
undergraduate student body: 


(a) Unavailability of computer manuals - Many courses require the 
use of the Daiversity computing facilities for assignments and 
project work. Computer manuals necessary for this work are 
unavailable at the bookstore or in the library. 


(b) Textbooks - An insufficient number of textbooks were ordered for 
a number of courses. 
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-(c) Course notes - Classroom notes are sometimes difficult to obtain 


from departments. 


(d) Cheating on examinations - There is widespread concern amongst 
Students over dishonest practices during mid-term quizzes. 
It was also noted that the quality of invigilation at finals 
could be improved. 


(e) Course evaluations - A Faculty policy on this matter is needed. 
The use of the Faculty course evaluation varies from one 
department to another, while there appear to be several problems 
with the DSA evaluation. 


(f) Class sizes - Some classrooms appear to be overcrowded. Other 
classes seem to be too large for good teaching. 


Some comments were made in response to the above statements. It was 
agreed that the Executive Committee would consider the problems and 
submit its report at the next meeting of Council. 


Industrial Engineering 


Chairman informed Council that he had made an initial presentation to 
the Rector, proposing that a programme in Industrial Engineering 
be approved and that a department be created and located on the Loyola 


campus for the purpose of offering this programme. 


Council defeated a motion to add to the business of the current meeting 
a proposal to reconsider the composition of the committee studying 
the composition of EFC. 


Purpose and structure of undergraduate programmes 


It was agreed to defer consideration of this item (Doc. 77-3-6) until 
the next meeting.
